Favorable crime statistics were released by 
the Metropolitan Police Department at the 
September meeting of the Citizens Advisory 
Council. Sector Two, the part of the First 
Police District which includes near Southwest 
showed a drop of 2.3% for 1994 to date 
compared with the same period for 1993. 

Biggest drop - 15% - was recorded for thefts, 
with thefts from automobiles going down 11%. 

Trouble spots continue to be stolen autos - 
averaging just over one a day - and burglaries - 
also about one a day. 

There have been less than one homicide a 
month in Southwest in both 1993 and 1994.

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Planning for the new building of the 
Challenger Center for Space Science Education 
in "Parcel 76" - the 3 acre parking lot north of 
H St. S.W. at 7th St. - is moving forward. 
The center’s national headquarters are presently 
in Alexandria, Va. One of it’s many space 
simulators is at Jefferson Jr. High in 
Southwest. It is used by students in the 
Washington area. 

Both the Council of the District of Columbia 
and the National Capital Planning Commission 
(NCPC) must give their approval. As part of 
the Southwest Urban Renewal development 
plan, Parcel 76 had originally been designated 
for "Semi-Public" uses for the development of 
a church. 

A report from the NCPC states: 

"The Challenger Center will be a 
flagship facility that includes two primary 
functions—education and support. With a 
primary mission of improving science education 
and achievement, the Flagship facility will 
serve as the national headquarters for the 
Challenger Center’s network of mathematics 
and science learning centers. The Center would 
be located on the western third of Parcel 76. 
It would be a two-story structure that would 
rise to a height of approximately 55 feet. 

"The Challenger Mews townhouse 
development would occupy the eastern two- 
thirds of Parcel 76. This development would 
provide for 40 townhouse units. Some of these 
units would front on 7th Street and the others 
would front on an internal loop drive."

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Gregory E. Triplett, Jr.: 

Developing a Future in Electrical 

Engineering

We thought the community would like to 
hear about a scholarship recipient. We would 
like to share this with you. Gregory E. Trip¬ 
lett, Jr., the recent recipient of the John A. 
Wilson Community Service Award, was dubbed 
"Mr. Futuristic" by the Scholarship Committee 
members for his forward looking attitude on his 
future. Intrigued by this young man’s plans for 
the future, I feel that his background is worth 
sharing. Triplett was born and raised at Chan¬ 
nel Square Apartments, a high-rise complex 
located at 3rd & P Streets, S.W. (overlooking 


Ft. McNair). I observed him developing from 
the tender age of three into an outstanding 
young man during my former 17-year residency 
at Channel Square. 

His pursuit of education and excellence can 
be attributed initially to his parents. His father, 
a retired postal employee, deceased since 1992, 
and mother, an accountant for the Bureau of 
Public Debt (U.S. Treasury Department), al¬ 
ways stressed education. Gregory and his older 
sister’s playing time was quite limited compared 
to many of Channel Square’s youth. "My 
parents insisted that we did our homework 
before going out to piny or watching TV, and 
looking back, I’m glad they did, said Triplett 
during a recent telephone interview when remi¬ 
niscing about his childhood. This indeed paid 
off; both he and his sister were honor students 
at Dunbar High School, where he graduated in 
the upper 10% of his class. It wasn’t just all 
work and no play, as Triplett was a member of 
Dunbar’s football team. He was also an active 
member of St. Vincent de Paul Catholic Chur¬ 
ch’s Young Adult Association. The latter he 
recalled was both time consuming and challeng¬ 
ing, yet rewarding and enjoyable because they 
often went on trips and retreats and held fundra¬ 
ising activities. 

Triplett knew that a degree (maybe two) was 
needed for him to be successful in his chosen 
field. While listening one day to a motivational 
speech at Dunbar given by the president of 
Florida Agricultural and Mechanical University 
(FAMU), Triplett was singled out for his curi¬ 


osity by the president. He subsequently offerea 
Triplett a scholarship to attend FAMU’s engi¬ 
neering program. Having heard about FAMU’s 
engineering program reputation, and their 
award-winning high-stepping nationally ac¬ 
claimed marching band, among others, Triplett 
felt both anxious and prepared for his education¬ 
al pursuit in electrical engineering. He also felt 
confident that his three years of course work in 
Dunbar’s pre-engineering program had ade¬ 
quately prepared him for the college challenge. 
An added vote of confidence was reconfirmed 
by Triplett’s good test results in science and 
math, "a must" he stated emphatically, "if 
you’re going to major in any field of engineer¬ 
ing." 

As a senior at FAMU, he maintains a 3.2 
cumulative average while simultaneously partici¬ 
pating actively in student affairs. Currently, he 
is a two-term member of the student govern¬ 
ment and is anxiously awaiting Senate confirma¬ 
tion for the coveted cabinet post of attorney 
general. Not bad for a forward looking person 
from a very average background. As with most 
aspiring individuals, Triplett has goals. "I 
would like to be a role model in the (engineer¬ 
ing) program and eventually help to create 
programs that will encourage more minorities to 
enter and advance in the field of engineering." 
Although his goals are profoundly planted in his 
future aspirations, he hasn’t overlooked his past 
and the forces that have both shaped and in¬ 
spired him. As a third-year scholarship recipi¬ 
ent, Triplett is grateful and possesses an indeli¬ 
ble impression of the S.W. Scholarship Corn-

Residents from several area communities met 
at Waterside Towers on September 15 to discuss 
anti-crime tactics with Councilman Jack Evans 
and a small contingent of police officers. 

Dolcye Johnson, president of the tenants 
association at Waterside Towers organized the 
meeting after being notified of increasing 
incidences of muggings in the area. 

Residents from Carrollsburg Square, Harbour 
Square, Riverside, Channel Square, River Park, 
St. James Mutual Homes and other communities 
were in attendence at the meeting. 

"It doesn’t make sense" said one irate woman 
during the course of the sometimes quite heated 
discussion. "I felt safer in a third world coun¬ 
try than I do here now." She said that recently, 
her bike was stolen at gunpoint. She was at a 
nearby park. 

Inspector Gale of the 1st Disrict Police Head¬ 
quarters said that overall, Southwest has the 
lowest incidences of crime in the city. He 
added,"So far this year, there has been a total 
of 56 muggings reported in Southwest." Ac¬ 
cording to Gale, the primary crimes in the 
community are auto thefts and the removal of 
radios from cars which are broken into. One 
resident could certainly attest to that. "Of the 
four cars we’ve purchased since living here, 
everyone of them has been broken into." 

Another attendee demanded increased visibili¬ 
ty of the police in the area. Both Evans and 
Gale cited the recent hiring problems faced by 
the District Police Force. They acknowledged 
the fact that there is a manpower shortage. 
However, Evans promised to increase the police 
presence in the community within 30 to 60 
days. He realized that this was only a tempo¬ 
rary solution. 

Several strategies were discussed to put a 
permanent end to crime. One was the possible 
formation of an Orange Hat Patrol; a mini¬ 
station at Waterside Mall and the hiring of 
private security guards for communities present¬ 
ly without them. OrangeHat Patrols have prov¬ 
en to be quite an affective deterrent to crime 
according to the police. 

However, such an effort requires the commit¬ 
ment and availability of volunteers. A mini¬ 
substation at Waterside Mall would necessitate 
the use of volunteers. Gale said that officers 
could leave supplies there and pick-up assign¬ 
ments at the substation but that it would have to 
be manned/womaned by volunteers. "Every 
community in the city would like a substation." 
One gentleman said that "a substation would 
mean a decentralization of authority. The Dis¬ 
trict doesn’t need that." 

Perhaps the necessity of volunteers for these 
two plans contributed to the popularity of the 
final one. Hiring private security guards 
seemed to gain the most favorable response. 
One resident estimated the cost to be as little a 
$10.00 per month per resident. The cost would 
vary depending on the size of the community. 
As one woman said "We all have to remember

An imperfect 
"Perfect Ganesh"

Arena Stage kicks off its 44th season with a 
production of an Off-Broadway hit of last year: 
"A Perfect Ganesh" by one of America’s most 
successful and well respected playwrights, 
Terrence McNally. The play is entertaining and 
up to the usual Arena Stage acting and produc¬ 
tion standards. The Ganesh of the title refers to 
a Hindu god with the head of an elephant im¬ 
posed on a human body. 

It is a common cliche that travelling together 
is a test of true friendship. If you can brush 
your teeth in the same bathroom with a friend 
for two weeks, you have passed the test. "A 
Perfect Ganesh" throws two middle age, middle 
class women together for a two week tour of 
India and a search for a perfect replica of the 
Ganesh. The two women, played by long time 
Arena favorites Tana Hicken and Halo Wines, 
are good friends at the beginning of their jour¬ 
ney, but discover much about each other and 
themselves in the course of travelling through 
exotic, mysterious India. They encounter those 
crises that are life defining and that ultimately 
result in decisions being made that alter their 
lives forever. 

The two women are led on their tour by Gan¬ 
esh, played by another Arena stalwart, Jeffery 
Thompson. He’s on stage almost the entire 
evening with one of the most elaborate costumes 
in recent memory: one that includes the head of 
a elephant. During their trip through India the 
women encounter a wide variety of characters. 
All of these characters have an effect on the 


contribute to our understanding of their charac¬ 
ters and personalities. All of the persons en¬ 
countered are portrayed by an Arena new-com¬ 
er, Andrew Weems. 

The women have both experienced tragedy ir 
their lives. In the course of the trip these trage¬ 
dies provide numerous occasions for dramatic 
conflict and confrontations. These in turn offer 
an opportunity for the presentation and explora¬ 
tion of a number of topics that effect our lives, 
including homophobia, racism, AIDS, classism 
and infidelity. At the play’s end the women are 
different people; more understanding, accepting 
and honest. 

The play is presented in a non-realistic man¬ 
ner. For example, the Genesh takes the part of 
different characters, including a Japanese wom¬ 
an and a waiter - all performed with the 
elephant’s head in place. However, the story is 
realistic and requires the audience not only to 
accept the characters as real, but to care about 
them and share a concern with the problems and 
issues revealed as their story develops. 

As always, Arena’s production is elaborate 
and inventive. Almost too much so. The gim¬ 
micks and unusual props frequently interfere 
with the presentation of the play itself. It is a 
relatively simple story about character develop¬ 
ment and growth of friendship and relationships. 
It is a small play that could better be performed 
without such distractions as a carpet that is 
sucked into the stage and a realistic airplane 
wing materializing.
